Palestine Oats Show Promise 
In Ducor Experimental Planting 


By Ralph L. Worrell 
Farm Advisor 
Results of grain variety ex- 


periments conducted during 1950 
by the Agricultural Extension 
service in Tulare. county in co- 
Qperation with Herb Zimmerman, 
Senior 4-H club member at Du- 
cor, showed that several of the 
new grain varieties produce well 
in comparison with the older 
varieties. 

Particularly outstanding was 
the performance of Palestine oats. 
Seeded on adobe soil during a 
year when the rainfall was less 
than five inches, Palestine oats 
produced a yield of nearly 20 
bushels per acre. The only other 
variety of oats which produced a 
yield even worth harvesting was 
Kanota, whose production was a 
little under eight bushels per 
acre. The other two varieties of 
oats included in the test, namely 
California Red and Ventura, pro- 
duced such a small yield that it 
was not feasible to harvest them. 


Palestine oats is a new variety | 


perfected by the College of Agri- 
culture at Davis. It is a short 
growing variety which matures 
earlier than any of the others 
and therefore seems to be better 
able to make use of the available 
moisture supplies in the soil. The 
seed hangs in the head very well 
and shatters hardly at all. Al-

Other insecticides that can be 
used include DDT, pyrethrum, and 
sodium fluoride. With all sprays 
or dusts, avoid getting these in 
foods, and avoid unnecessary ex- 
posure to the sprays or dusts 
when applying them. 

After the clean-up and spray- 
ing, the cracks around pipes and 
those leading to spaces behind 
baseboards and door frames need, 
to be filled with putty or plastic 
‘wood.

FOR COTTON, SAYS COUNTY FARM ADVISOR 


By Ralph L. Worrell / 
Farm Advisor 

To cotton farmers wondering 
what kind of fertilizer to buy 
their crop this year, the Agricul-| 
tural Bixtension service of the 
University of California points 
out that nitrogen is the only ele- 
ment needed to apply. 

Cotton plants — like other 
crops — take many different ele- 
ments out of the soil. Potash, 
phosphorus, iron, copper, zinc, ni- 
trogen, and other elements are 
needed. However, the soil is a 
great growth. Nitrogen is the 
only element which has. definitely 
been shown to be lacking in Tu- 
lare County soils and which 
should be added for cotton pro- 
duction. ; 

This means that cotton farmers 
can be spared the additional ex- 
pense of so-called complete or 
mixed fertilizers. The extra ele- 
in these mixtures in addi- 


tion to nitrogen have not yet 
been proved to be needed in Tu- 
lare county and are therefore not 
recommended. 

Even nitrogen should not be 
necessary to supply on @@ry fer-

KEEP KITES AWAY 
FROM POWER LINES 
EDISON HEAD WARNS 


With kite-flying season approa- 
ching, the importance for parents 
,to impress children with the neces- 
sity for keeping kites away from 
electric power lines igs being stres- 
sed by Roscoe R. Sparks, district 
manager for the Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison company in Por- 
terville. 


Mr. Sparks states that kites 
should bd flown only in open 
fields, well away from power lines 
;and other overhead obstructions, 
remembering that with kites fly- 
| ing at an angle, kite strings may 
| Bese over a line some distance 
Laway. 

Wire tinsel or metalic string 
should never be used; regular 
| kite cord will also conduct elec- 
tricity when wet, so it is import- 
ant not to let the cord touch wet 
| ground. 


If a kite does lodge in wires, 
under no circumstances should 
| an attempt be made to dislodge 
jit. A telephone call to the com- 
| pany owning the line will bring 
“workmen with proper equipment 
to untangle the kite.
